I Claims 1 and 8 

The subject matters of claims 1 and 8 are described in document 1, Claim 1, [0030], Figs. 2 and 3, or in 
newly cited document 2, claims, drawings, and so, do not appear to be novel or involve an inventive step. 

Document 1 describes integrated molding of a painting sheet, and describes that burr-preventing grooves 
are formed around the whole or parts of the circumference of a cavity. A part of molding resin is discharged 
into the burr-preventing grooves described in document 1 from the cavity (a product-molding space), so the 
[grooves correspond to a molding space for discharging resin. 

Document 2 also describes integrated molding of a painting sheet, and describes that burr-preventing 
Igrooves are formed around the whole or parts of the circumference of a cavity. 

[Claims 2, 4, 9 and 15 

The subject matters of claims 2, 4, 9 and 15 are not described in any of the documents cited in the ISR or 
document 2 newly cited, nor would be obvious to a person skilled in the art.
